On cross-examination by Mr. Poaitrov, who 
spptwtod for the prisoner Jcibiing., the witness 
admitted that he could neither read oar wtite 1 
but persisted in staling his certainty that the 
order produced in court waa the one of which 
he had been robbed.

Michael Murphy, late of Goulburn. labourer, 
was iodktod for violating the person uf Nonoy 
Kpebtlir. at l/tiehyeialeigli, on the Sth of Octo- 
ber last.
